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STREET LIGHTING QUESTION 


When residents of Suburban Park asked the Menlo Park 
city council for a ‘better than minimum” street lighting sys- 
tem at last week’s council meeting, the issue developed into 
more than simply a local one. At conclusion of the public hear- 
ing the matter had been projected into the realm of general 
policy on street lighting. 

As spokesmen for the Suburban Park Improvement asso- 
ciation described it, the point was whether an unlighted resi- 
dential section (as Suburban Park now is) should have a poss- 
ibly inadequate system at a minimum cost, or one that would 
meet every need and perhaps even be a “bright spot.’’ 

As plotted by city officials, the proposed system for which 
bids had been called was a “minimum” one and “admittedly 
not perfect,” as City Engineer Ed Smith explained. On the other 
hand, it was designed to be in line with other street lighting 
within the city... in line not only with number and placement 
of lights but in line with capital outlay and operating costs. 

Whether a certain area should be provided a lighting sys- 
tem considerably superior to those in others caused a problem. 
One interesting viewpoint was given by a Suburban Park home 
owner who suggested that instead of minimum lighting in con- 
fomity with existing systems, there might be a project that 
could serve as a model for future undertakings. 

What was most impressive at the hearing was the willing- 
ness to compromise rather than any inclination to battle over 
the issue. Suburban Park property owners appeared willing to 
pay assessments higher than those that would apply under the. 
original plan. Councilmen appreciated this and were agreeable 
to an increased cost to the city for operation, providing such 
an increase would not be beyond reason. 

As a result, a compromise is being sought to make use of 
the best features of both the city’s plan and that submitted 
by the association, calling for more lights. 

Such a course is an example of good government, both 
on the part of elected officials and on the part of residents 
whose voice shall be heard. 


RAVENSWOOD REALIZES NEED 


The big majority given new school financing proposals at 
a special election in Ravenswood elementary school district 
last Friday pointed up two facts: That the residents understood 
the need for a bond issue and a state loan, and that a commun- 
ity-minded campaign saw to it that voters were given full in- 
formation to make possible that understanding. 

Volunteer workers carried on a vote drive that stacked up 
favorably with those for state and congressional elections. 
Block chairmen visited every householder, gave out literature, 
discussed the proposals. These workers took no chances on a 
small vote nullifying their efforts, inasmuch as a two-thirds 
majority was needed for passage. 

Specifically, the voters have authorized a $110,000 bond 
issue and an application for $4,000,000 in state funds for a 
program that contemplates five new schools to give the dis- 
trict a total of eight and additions to existing buildings. 

The bond issue was necessary to get the district up to its 
bonded limit in order to apply for the state loan. Majorities 
were respectively 92.3 per cent and 91.8 per cent. 

Ravenswood has shown the way for other school govern- 
ments that are up against the problem of overcrowding 
and lack of money for needed capital outlay. The Menlo 
Park district is one of them and already has laid its own plans 
to seek state aid. 


HOME DECORATION CONTEST

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Drainage 
(a; _ Needs 
>. Discussed

The exceptionally severe rainstorm 


of last weekend did more than make 
a mud battle of the Stanford-Army 
game; it pointed up the deficiency of 
Menlo Park’s storm drainage system 
now that we are growing up. 

The rain used to fall on broad 
fields and seep into the soil. Now 
roof tops shed rain into driveways, 
driveways into streets, and streets 
into other streets, until the accum- 
ulated floods deluge pavements, side- 
walks and driveways in a few low 
spots in the city. 

Rushing down Stanford avenue 
and ‘Oakdell drive past Lemon to 
Olive and thence to Garland, a swir- 
ling cataract made its way to a drain 
on Cotton street designed to carry 
only a small fraction of this water. 
On Hermosa way in the Rosefield 
tract a formidable lake submerged 
the pavement and invaded the gar- 
ages of the residents for a stretch 
of several hundred feet. 

The downtown area was com- 
paratively free of excess water due 
to drainage facilities installed. But 
part of this water was added to 
that already draining to Laurel, 
and two small seas at Oak Grove 
and at Glenwood submerged side- 
walks ag well as substantial por- 
tions of the street. 

The gulf normally present at the 
easterly corner of Felton Gables was 
not in evidence due to the channel 
constructed there by our street de- 
partment about a year ago, but the 
water was just moved a little further 
down Encinal, so this must be con- 
sidered just a temporary situation. 

In Belle Haven there was a vast 
ocean on Hamilton blocking the Wil- 
low road access to Dumbarton 
bridge. Lesser seas were formed on 
several of the dead end streets off 
Hamilton. There are many other 
bad spots. 

What is wrong with Menlo’s storm 
drainage system? The only thing 
wrong is that much of it remains to 
be constructed. We have a very fine 
physical setup, for San Francisquito 
creek provides a deep and capacious 
storm channel from which all of 
Menlo Park southeast of Oak Grove 
avenue can be drained by under 
ground storm sewer. 

At present our only such drain 
runs along El Camino from Oak 
Grove to the creek. This takes care 
of the drainage in Stanford Park, 
the area between Fremont street 
and El Camino, and the Oak 
Grove, University drive, Santa 
Cruz avenue blocks. Another drain 
is being installed on Middlefield 
road at the base of the Linfield 
Oaks tract to drain that area. 

What we neéd now is an extension 
of this Middlefield drain to Oak 
Grove, a drain at Glenwood and 
Laurel passing through Felton 
Gables to the Marsh road storm 


drain and several laterals to San|ff 


Francisquito creek located on Lem- 


on, Olive and probably San Mateo 


drive to intercept the floods. 

Local works in the Rosefield tract, 
Belle Haven and other points will 
also be needed. This will be an ex- 
pensive installation, but we do need 
it. The method of spreading the cost 
will have to be determined, but will 
probably be by special assessment in 
the areas benefited.

The Veterans’ Guide 


Disability Made 
Worse in Duty 
Brings Benefits 


The fact that a disability existed 
prior to entrance into military serv- 
ice does not rule out a veteran’s en- 
titlement to federal compensation 
if the disability was made worse as 
& result of military duty, ex-serv- 
icemen are reminded by Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer, 
San Mateo county. 

Even if the veteran signed a state- 
ment at the time of his discharge 
from the armed forces to the effect 
that his disability was not service- 
incurred, it has no bearing on his 
right to file a claim for compensa- 
tion, Granger added. 

Cases of this kind keep turning 
up in San Mateo county,” he ob- 
served. “Actually, the law is very 
clear on the point that if an ail- 
ment or injury was aggravated 
during military service, compensa- 
tion is payable. The only exception 
applies to those disabilities which 
increase through natural prog- 
ress,” 


Such cases as tuberculosis, arth- 


ritis, foot ailments and back or 
joint injuries were cited as examples 
of disabilities which may have been 
aggravated by a veteran’s military 
service. Whether it was this service 
or the natural progress of the ail- 
ment which caused the worsening 
of the veteran’s condition is a mat- 
ter to be determined by the veter- 
an’s administration rating boards 
on the basis of evidence.
